The high price of £770 was recently pald
for the Juxon medal. This was the medal
which Churles I gnve to Bishop Juxon on
the day of his beheadal. The history of
this medal, ns to the efforts made by the
British Museum to possess It, is remark-
able. After passing through various own-
ers, it came about the middle of the cen-
tury Into the hands of a Mr, Ti), a Co-
vent Garden denler In colns, who paid E50
for it. It was offered to the museum ot
an advance of £20 pounds. and was de-
clined, It was next disposed of to a Mr.
Cuff for £60. In 1854 My. Cuff's coine were
sold, and the Juxon medal brought [180.
It was once more offered to the museum,
but they would have none of It at that
figure. Then Mr. Brown, of Longmans &
Co., the publishers, pald £260 for the coin,
which was belleved to be the bl L price
ever pald for a medal. Now es the
finid purchase of the eame Juxon mednl
for £770, and tho buyers sre Lhe trustees
of the Hritlsh Musenm. 1In less than

NEW YORK, March 15.—Augustin For-
get, the Fronch-Line's agent nt thls port,
has made the following statement of the
Alsaster to the steamer St. Nazalre, as
he learned it from Captain Berrl's dis-
connected remarks:

“The 8t. Nazalre encountered a tem-
pest when forty hours out from New
Yark for Port au Prince, The steam-
ship had mode about 270 miles from thi
port, and was somewhere off Hatteras.

“Heavy sens swept the steamship con-
tinually from Sunday afternoon till mid-
night. They poured down the hatches
and put out the fires in the engine-room,
rendering the wvessel helpless.  Captain
Javgquenau ordared out the boats, secing
no  other hope, Four boate wore
launched, only to be crushed against the
ship. In a momentary Iull the other four

boats wera launched in the lea of the
wreck, and all on bourd crowded Into
them.

“The boat In which Capiain Borrl got
contained thirty-seven persons, all told,
including a woman and’ four children,
lerrl took command, and ordered signal
lights carried for the other bhonts to fol-

low., Tha four boats parted company,
however, almost at once, and Berrl
never guw trace of the other threo alter
leaving the ship. Everybody worked
bard to keep the hoat's hend to the
waves, and all suffered most Intensely |
through the first night. Some froze 10 |

death, and others jumped overbourd, Of
the last days of terrible experience, Cop- |
tafn Berrl has only a hazy recollection.” |

DAILY LIFE ON A HOUSE-TIDAT.
| Strange  Habitntion of a Queer
Coluny of People, |

(Philadelphin Times.)

Of all the strange habitations of men
to be found in and about a great clty.
none are probibly o pleturesgue Lhe
house-boats that are scattered along the
beaches of the Delaware river and bay
between Philadelphla and the gea. They '
have not, perhaps, the lustrous paint, the
gay awnings, nor the boxes of blooming
plants that distinguieh thelr  English
cousing, and the similar craft in this
country bullt on the same model. Nelther |
have they the roominess and clumsiness
of the plodding canal-boats, so much nf-
fected of late by artlsts and would-be
Bohemians durlng thelr summer jaunts,
But local house-boats are Tully as vnigque |
as any of these. Some are the permanent
homes of their owners, year in and year
out; others are migratory craft of fisher-
men, and others still are club-houses and
camping-plagces of scores of  pleusure-
seekere from the olly, :

While trampling along the Jersey shore
of the Delnwars, near l:ll-lh'-ﬂll-"l"_
day last week, the writer discovered one
of the most ploturesque speclmens of
the genus house-boat. It nestled in the
midst of a grove of willows, with a
stretech of sandy beach in front, and n
viste of river dotted with eraft, and
the towers and spires of the distant
city rising from Its mist% ucross the
marshes, The othar surroundings
savored decldedly of rural domesticity.
A quantity of driftwood was plled near-
by, a lne of clothes were drylug In
the sunshine, while curtuinsg hung In
the house windows, smoke lssued from
the stove-plpe, which served ns o chim-
nev, and about the open door were
shinlug tins  pelished to  Immaculate
brightness, The houvse-bout Itself was
#w  lght wooden cabln, one-story in
heighi, bullt upon a flat scow, proppsl
up on timbere 80 as to be out of reach
of the average tides, As an additional
safeguard against the rising waters, the
boat was securéd fore and aft by stout
chains wound around the nearest trees,
while, from the platform before the door,
that served as revanda and  door-
step, & cable held a Hght skiff that could
be used In case of emergency,

Two of the inhabitants of this queer
domicila were seated on the platform
before the door—-a woman well past mid-
dle age and a yellow dog of mongrel an-
cegtry that she held on her lap. Both
wore 1t Yook of progperity and neatness,
and it wns no sarprise to find the single
room of the house-boat as Immaculate us
the most fastidious housekeeper conld
desire. At elther side o small window
admitted plenty of lght, and a small
cook-atove threw out [ragrant odors of
cooking supper. In the end of the room
opposite the door wns an ol 1-fashloned
bed, partly concealed behind a  callco
curtain. The other member of the fami-
Iy was her son, who was working on o
nelghboring truck-farm. His bed was &
couch, partly bench and partly berth,
that was bullt into the wall in the outer
apartment.

“you see,” the mother explained, “such
a boat a8 this is about the best place peo-
ple like as con get to live In. One don't
have to own a farm to have such a house;

Here
the fishermen dry thelr nets and store
thelr property, their boats being moored
in the near-by river.

The life-
boats were smaghed by the #ons, and the
crew saw death staring them in the face,
All handa worked with desperite energy,
but In spite of all «forts the fro seemed
to gnin headway.

At 2 o'clock In  the afternoon the
Carthagenian was sighted, and in reply
to signals promised to stand by until
the weather moderated sufliciently 1o
permit boats 10 be lowered. The Rialto
sepmen Jid not relnx thelr efforts to
subdue the fire, but It erep further into
the curgo, and the decks grew hotter and
hotter For forty hours, or until the
enrly morning of the Gth, the Allan Liner
stood by, and then the weither mode-
rated enough to mnke it possible for a
Wfeboat to leave. As the Rlalto's boats
were all gone, Captaln France, of the
Carthageninn, ordersd his manned, and
after a great strugele, the entire erew
were taken off without mishap. Captaln
Rippeth #ald that when he abandoned
the Rialto the pinte-seams were gaping,
and there was fiftern fect of water In the
mnin hold, so that the vessel's sinking
was only a matter of a few hours. The
rescued crew saved none of thelr ¢ffects,

TACT THE BEST EQUIPMENT.

“What do I think the best equipment for
n truined nurse?’ repeated a physician,
when asked to talk on the subjeet. 'l
should say that tact Is, far and away, the
essentinl requisité, A nursge may tborough-
Iy understand her materia medlea and
every other text-book; ahe may be light of
foot, deft of touch, and soft of volce, and
possess many other delightful qualities,
but If ehe has not tact she will never be a
success. Here is an instance: I sont a
